Francisco, was chellenged 
by John T. Rogan, 2 resid- 
ent of San Froancisec, who 
contendod thet “dishonesty, 
doceit and hypocrisy Gro 
racial oharnoetoristics of 
the Japanese" and that this 
makes thom unfit for Am- 
cricen citizénship. 

Wr. Regan institwted 
suit in the ‘Federal Dis- 
trict Court at San Francis- 
co in an effort to compel 
Cameron King, San Francisco 
registrar of voters, to 
strike out the names of a 

roun of Japanese-born in 
this country from the list 
of eligible voters. 

His suit was dismissed 
by the District Court and 
tne action was upheld by 
the Circuit Court.

EDITORIAL 


BEHIND RELOCATION 


Since March, resettloment has gained unusual 
port end popularity among 
Currant tabulations show that over 584 persons heve 
gons out eitnor on groupor indefinite leaves, thereby, 
ceer7asing tho popylation to about 7900. 

Though the WRA offices are coacerned with relocation 
ot family groups as well as individuals, recorcs in- 
dicate that the departecs sro largely within tno 29-30 
ace level. It can be sefely concluded that the bulk 
of the outward movement has buen by the single nisci. 
The explanation for this phonomena may lie in tho be- 
licf among men with families that it requires more 
than the earnings of a domestic or & common laborer to 
provides en adequate income to support dependents. 

This then appears to be the noxt fonl that the WRA 
relocétion offices must work for before thay can claiin 
that tho rosettlement program, furthered by tho govern- 
mont is & great success. 

The quality and spirit 
letve hore first wil) also be 
whethor relocation of all available 
will bs possibie. 

Resotilenent is a vrobiem just as sorjous to the 
Japenose-dmuricans as it is to tho United Stntos rov- 
ernment. Its complexity izg easily comparable to that 
or evacuation., It ennnot be rone into without propara- 
tion, and tho hardships will be just fs sevore as the 
oncs that wo have felt in the past yerr. 

Each person must be aware that he is not going nut 
to escane iho boredem or camp life but that he is 
rəprəsenting the others who may follow in his steps. 
Ee is going out to face the experiences of 4 world 
hardened with the concept of war. 

His work will be mot with oritical commana, his 
anpearance will be treated with a trace of curiosity 
and his acceptance will be determined by his personal 
adjustments to the new environvent. Any abuse or any 
uanleasantry for which he may be responsible will bo & 
bleck mark upon all the nisei. 

Nelocation! Its call is being felt by many of our 
youth, but first, esk yourself these questions. 

"Am I willing to go with the idea of permanent set- 


tlemant?" 
"am I willing to do conscientiously whatever work I 


take?"
